Market Basket Costs Rise Again For The 4th Month In A Row, Gov’t Says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The annual cost of a typical 
family food market basket jumped $52 to another new 
record of $1,732 in February, government reports 
indicate. 
An administration food economist predicted a further 
increase may foe shown when figures for March are 
gathered. But he said declines in beef prices this month 
probably wUl hold the overall food rise to a slower pace 
than reported for February. 
The February market basket, rising for the 4th 
straight month and setting a new record for the second 
consecutive month, 3.1 per cent above the January 
annual estimate to $1,680. It was $323, or 22 9 per cent, 
above the annual market basket cost of $1,49 in 
February, 1973. 
The market basket represents the cost of a selection of 
U.S. farm-produced foods needed to feed a hypothetical 
average “household” of 3.2 persons for a year. 
Agriculture Department economists, who originated the 


basket price series, stress that it does not show what any 
individual or average family actually spends on food but 
does serve as a reliable thermometer measuring ups and 
downs in food prices. 
Among other things, the market basket does not 
specifically match any individual family’s purchasing 
patterns because it is restricted to measuring changes in 
U.S. farm-produced foods. This means it omits some 
items like seafoods and coffee. 
The Agriculture Department is preparing to issue soon 
its monthly market basket report showing how much of 
the January-to-February 3.1 per cent increase was due 
to higher farm prices and how much may have been due 
to changes in marketing costs. The total retail cost of the 
February basket was calculated independently by 
newsmen using a February food price index published 
Thursday as part of the Labor Department’s Consumer 
Price Index. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, who says about 


two-thirds of the 12 per cent gain in food prices predicted 
by his Department for 1974 is already behind us, added 
Thursday that the February food increase was inflated 
by livestock prices. 
“This February figure comes at a time when we had 
high livestock prices due to government interference in 
the market last year,” he said, noting that the Consumer 
Price Index report showed retail beef prices up 7.5 per 
cent from January. 
“But now prices have dropped precipitously and if you 
take that index again today you’d see a precipitous 
decline,” Butz told a Senate subcommittee. 
The market basket cost, which is calculated monthly 
on an annual-rate basis, reached what was a record of 
$1,653 last August. A two-month decline followed, but the 
rate began rising again last November and reached 
$1,650 in December before breaking through to new 
peaks in January and February.

Steve LaugMm son of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Laughlin is a student at Ball State University 
in Muncie. As part of his curriculum, he spent 
the past five months in England where he 
took courses in architecture at the Tate 
Museum in London, and other courses that 
were recommended by his professors at Ball 
State. He was one of 35 students who formed 
the exchange program from November until 
March. 
He found that the hardships endured this 
winter by those living in London were much 
greater than any experienced here because of 
the energy shortage. The work week was 
limited to three days with a three day pay 
check only. Gasoline was selling for $1.52 a 
gallon, 
London itself is 50 miles in length with no 
skyscrapers or tall buildings. He was 
impressed with the sincerity of the people and 
their disregard for material things. He felt 
that they had a better sense of values than 
most Americans. 
Culture and art in various forms was a way 
of life in England In one three acre complex 
there were only museums and concert halls 
Their main art form, however, is play acting 
Plays were produced in small theatres in all 
parts of London and he felt that he could have 
gone to three different plays a night and still 
not seen them all. 
A clipping was received describing a 
Chicago promoter’s proposal to build a “pork 
producing farm" that would farrow, feed, 
and slaughter two and a half million hogs a 
year on a 5,000 acres farm near Kohoka, 
Missouri. Large corporations have entered 
wheat farming, the fruit producing industry, 
but this seems the first large venture that 
would remove hog production from family 
farms and turn it over to big companies. An 
anti-trust investigation is under way, but 
possibly a letter to Washington might help. 
Maybe one of the good aspects of the energy 
shortage is the varied schemes for producing 
energy. Eric Cottell, a British-born inventor 
has found that in a furnace a blend of three 
parts oil and one part water burns more 
cleanly and efficiently than ordinary oil. It 
also cuts consumption by at least 20 per cent. 
He has tried the same technique in 
automobiles and has found in road tests that 
cars can run on 18 per cent water and 82 per 
cent gasoline with such a low output of 
pollutants that the engine does not need the 
controls now installed on new cars. This does 
not mean that the average car will run on 
water and oil, it takes his special ultrasonic 
reactor which is not much bigger than a loaf 
of bread but, under pressure it emulsifies oil 
and water. No one knows exactly how it 
works, but it works. 
Ultrasonics, or vibrating at roughly 18,000 
or more cycles per second, is another new 
development. This is used to purify sewage 
and is called Sonozone. It practically 
eliminates leftover pollutants, bacteria, and 
viruses. The University of Notre Dame is 
doing much experimenting with this.

Moses, Plato and Freud all agreed that 
something dark exists in human nature that 
is at war with virtue. New Testament writers 
support the idea of a dual nature. “A 
doubleminded man is unstable in all his 
ways/’ the Apostle James wrote. Many of the 
poets, philosophers and theologians have 
referred to “our many selves." 
When Sigmund Freud came on the scene in 
the early twentieth century, he put this 
mystery to a new probe: the discipline of 
scientific inquiry. His fundamental contribu­ 
tion was his theory that the warring factions 
existed in the subconscious. He gave names 
to these: the Superego became the restrictive 
force over the Id (instinctual drives), with the 
Ego operating as a referee out of “enlighten­ 
ed self-interest." 
We aren’t argumentive about the terms 
given to the subconscious conflict. But St. 
Paul did have a few labels of his own: “the 
old man," “the flesh," “body of sin," “the 
carnal." 
But if Freud is right in saying that we are 
determined by the lower drives in the 
subconscious, then as Christians it is time to 
ask what Christian redemption has to offer. 
“if we say that we have no sin, “writes the 
Apostle John, “we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us. If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness," (I John 
1:8-9) 
There is cleansing for the obedient believer 
from the lower drives which would compro­ 
mise virtue and contradict our Christian 
convictions.

The story of the rapid rise 
and violent death of Stephen is 
one of the most dramatic and 
tragic of the narratives com­ 
piled in the Acts of the Apostles. 
It is dramatic because it in­ 
volved a confrontation between 
the older Jewish Christianity 
and newer Hellenized version 
which, as presented by Paul, 
was to sweep over the Gentile 
world in the next 300 years, It 
was tragic not only because of 
the brutal manner of Stephen’s 
death but because it drove a 
wedge between Christianity and 
Judaism and led to an unseemly 
and damaging hostility between 
two religions which have much 
more in common than in con­ 
flict with each other. 
Last week we saw how 
Stephen was elected along with 
six other men to administer the 
social

Stephen was elected along with

“ a server of tables.” As a man 
of great eloquence, charismatic 
personality, and spiritual in­ 
sight, he began to exert great 
influence as a preacher. But 
like many great preachers, he 
also provoked controversy. We 
saw last week that there were 
two major factions within the 
Jerusalem 
c h u r c h - - t h e 
Jerusalem Jews who looked 
u p o n 
themselves 
as 
the 
inheritors and guardians of the 
Jewish faith, and the Hellenized 
Jews who had spent much 
of their lives abroad and in 
many cases spoke Greek rather 
than Aramaic. 
CONTROVERSY IN THE 
SYNAGOGUES 
Stephen, as his name in­ 
dicates, was one ot these 
Hellenized J sws. What the 
controversy iie provoked was 
about we do not know, but in 
a n y event his antagonists 
became aroused to the point 
that they had him brought 


before the Sanhedrin for trial 
on the ground that he had said, 
among other things, ‘that Jesus 
of Nazareth will destroy this 
place, and will change the 
custom which Moses delivered 
to us.” This was certainly a 
serious charge, for if true it 
meant that Stephen saw certain 
irreconcilable d i f f e r e n c e s 
between the Jewish traditions 
and the rule of Christ. Could 
Christianity 
continue 
as 
a 
denunciation of Judaism or 
would it split off and undertake 
an independent career of growth 
and influence? 
STEPHEN’S DEFENSE 
Acts 7 is largely devoted to 
a lengthy and detailed defense 
which Stephen made before the 
Sanhedrin. In form it is a 
recapitulation of the history of 
the Jews since Abraham,, But 
Stephen emphasized the oc­ 
casions on which the Jews 
ignored or repudiated their 
prophets and great men. He 
ended with a ringing denun- 
c i a t i o n: “Stiff-necked, un­ 
circumcised in hearts and ears, 
you have always opposed the 
Holy Spirit.” He then accused 
the court of implication in the 
death of Jesus-” you who 
received the Law by the 
disposition of angels and did not 
keep it.” 
It is understandable that the 
members of the court “gnashed 
their teeth, at Stephen.” He was 
denouncing them as traitors to 
the very religion, they placed 
in the forefront of their lives. 
But 'then when he looked up 
to heaven and said, “Look now, 
I see the heavens opened, and 
the Son of Man standing at 
God’s right hand,”—it was just 
too much. Not only had he 
condemned the court, but he 
claimed divine blessing for 
doing so. In a fury the crowd 
then lynched him by dropping 
him from a considerable height 
and throwing! large stones down, 
upon him (the process of 
“stoning”). 
The Tragedy of Stephen 
In telling the story, Luke’s 
sympathies were plainly with 
Stephen, and so have been the 
sympathies of all 'Christian 
commentators since that time. 
Essentially he was trying to 
make Judaism not an end, as 
it was to the Jersalem Jews, 
but a means toward what he

hoped would be a more spiritual 
and cosmopolitan Christianity 
than had been practiced before. 
Not the Law, but Christ was 
to be the capstone of the faith. 
But Stephen also destroyed any 
opportunity that Christianity 
might have had to grow and 
develop 
in 
harmony 
with 
Judaism. His speech was a 
taunt to the court which invited 
retaliation. Maybe 'Christianity 
and Judaism would have parted 
company anyway at a later 
date, but Stephen made it 
inevitable and set the pattern 
for 
Jewish 
and 
Christian 
hostility which has endured 
until recent times, Stephen, was 
a brave and devoted man, but 
he was also a figure of tragedy.
